4. Review the progress of applications pending with the competent authorities for sanction under Section 


17A of the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988. 


5. Review the progress of applications pending with the competent authorities for prosecution sanction 
under Section 19 of the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988. 
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6. Review the progress of investigations conducted by the State Vigilance Bureau and Divisional 
Vigilance Bureaus into the offences alleged to have been committed under the Prevention of Corruption 
Act, 1988 or offences with which a public servant may, under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, be 
charged at the same trial. 


‘hs Review of cases in which challan has been submitted in the court in time with reference to total number 
of FIRs registered under the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988. 


8. Review of stages of prosecution, rate of conviction and improvement of performance in court including 
improvement in quality of investigation. 


9. Review of enquiries pending with CM Flying Squad and Monitoring thereof. 
10. Review of enquiries pending with Chief Vigilance Officers. 

11. Review of enquiries pending with District Vigilance Committees. 

12. Any other grievances of Employees in matters relating to Vigilance issue.
